A farther Account of the Debates in the H----[e of L---ds in 
the laf Seffion of Parliament. 


E concluded our Parliamentory Proceedings in 
our la2@ BEE, with an Account of the Suc- 
ces of the BILL brought into the H——e of 
L——ds by the D——ke of Mar—gh: 

As foon as the Queftion for Reading that 

BILL a@ Second Time was put, and carried in the Nega- 

tive, the E of rofe up and fpoke to 

the follcwing Effect. 

Before this was put, I 

“ had not, my Lords, an Opportunity E—/ of S—gh’s

‘¢ I had fully confidered 1t ; and I had 

‘¢ the more tully confidered it, becaufe I thought, that both

fhall now take an Opportunity to declare, that I never 
gave my Negative to any Queftion in this Houfe more 
heartily, or with greater Conviction, than I did the fe. 
cond Reading of this Bill ; which really, in my Opi- 
nion, is one of the moft extraordinary Bills that was e- 
ver brought before this Houfe, and therefore I muft 
think, that it deferves fomething more, than the putting 
ot a bare Negative upon its being read a fecond Time. 
‘« Tt has oiten been endeavoured, by many Lords in this 
Houfe, to fet a regular, ftanding Army in the moft 
terrible Light; and great Art has formerly been ufed 
to the dangerous Confequences of fuch an ; 
hur in all the Debates, that have happened in this 
Houfe, upon that Head, there never were any fuch fa- 
cal Sonfequences pretended, as I fhould nave dreaded 


irom a ftanding Army under the Regulations prefcri- 


ee 


bed in this Bill, had it paffed intoa Law. While our 
Army continues in the State it is in at prefent, while. 
it depends upon the Parliament tor its very Exiftence, 
and while the Oincers depend upon the King for the 
continuing of them in their refpective Commands, = 
fhall never haveany Fears about the Confequeaces which 
may from thence eafue ; but if this Bill had paffed into 
tiaw, our Army had been made independent both ot 
King and jarliament. “he Officers would then have 
depended upon no Power but their own ; they would 
foon have begun to think, that they had a legal Right 
to their Commuffions, and confequently to their Pay ; 
and if both King and Parliament had joined in Opinion 
for reducing any Number of them, they would have 


looked on it as an Injury done them, and would have 


been apt to have joined all together to prevent the Effect 
ef any fach Refolution ; and if they had, I would be 


glad to know, how the Refolutions of King and Par- 
Lament could have been made effectual againit them ; 


¢ whereis, while they remain in the dependent State 


they are in at prefent, they know they have no longer 


aay Right, either to their Commiffions o their Pay, 
than i fhall pleafe his Majefty to continue them in 


their Command, and therefore they readily fubmit, 


whenever bys finds it proper to reduce any 

Number of chem.” | 

«© This. mv Lords, would have been the Confequence 

as tothe Publick : but then as to private Perfons tne 

molt terrible Opnreffions might have enfued, from 
aking 
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| making the Officers fubject to no Power but their own, 


The Officers of the Army, like all other Sets of Men 
are apt to fayour one another ; they are likewife apt to 
favour the common Soldiers, as being of the fame Bo- 
dy with themfelves: We all know, how many little 
Acts of Oppreflion may be committed by the Ofticers 


and Soldiers in their refpective Quarters, and other-. 


wife, which cannot come under the Cognizance of the 
common Law. [If in fuch Cafes the Officer fhould le 
guilty of Oppreffions, or fhould connive at the Irregu- 
larities committed by the Soldiers under his Command, 
we may eafily judge what would be the Confequence, if 
the Offender could not be any way punifhed, but by 
a Trial and Sentence of his Brother Officers in a Court- 
martial, who might probably be all guilty of the fame 
Crimes and Irregularities: And if, in fuch Cafes, the 
Ofhcers had nothing to fear, either from King or Par- 
liament, we may moft certainly conclude, that our re- 
gular Army would foon become intolerably irregular, 
and would become a moft infupportable Grievance to 
the People, in all Parts of the Country, through which 
they fhould happen to march, or where they fhould 


happen to be potted. 


‘This, I find, my Lords, *was an Inconvenience, which 


the Projectors of this Bill were aware of; and therefore 
they have pretended to contrive a Remedy for thts E- 
vil, by leaving Officers hable to be broke, or removed 
by his Majefty, upon an Addrefs from either Houfe of 
Parliament ; but I am afraid, that this Remedy would 
have been foon found to be altogether ineffectual. ‘The 
principal Reafon affigned, for bringing in this Bill, was 
becaufe the Officers of. the Army are now become nu- 
merous in both Houfes of Parliament, and may foon he- 
Come more numerous, foasat laft to be able to bear too 
great c Swe in both Houfes. If this be the Cafe, as 
they are? “1ated at prefent, would not we have much 
more to fear from their Numbers and Sway in Parlia- 


‘ ment, if they had a fort of Freehold in their Comm: f- 


fions ; which they would have had, if this Bill had paf- 
fed into a Law 2 Would not the holding of their Com- 
miffions for Life have made every one of them more con- 
fiderable in the Country, than they can poffibly be, in 


the precarious Condition they are in at prefent? And if, 
you had added to their Weight and Intereft in the 
BbbOb Country 
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Country, would not you of Courfe have encreafed theis 
Numbers, aad their Sway, in both Houfes of Parlia- 
ment? ‘This, my Lords, I look upon as a moft certain 
Confequence ; and are we not reafonably to fuppofe, 
that all the Officers, in both Houfes of Parliament, 
Would have joined, not only in voting, but in making 


all the Intereft they could againft any Motion for fuch 


an Addrefs? “This would certainly have been the Cafe, 
and if this Bul had pafied into a Law, I am convinced, 
the Officers of the Army would foon haye got fuch an 
Inte?eft in both Houfes of Parliament, that it would 
have been impoffile to have procured an Addrefs from 
either Houfe, for the Removal of any one of them. 
The Officers who had Seats in Parliament, would, up- 
on any fuch Motion, naturally have told you, why this 
extraordinary Remedy ? It the Man is guilty, fend 
himto us; we'll try him, and break him by the Sen- 
tence of a Court-martial ; and if he be not guilty, he 
Ought not to be broke; he ought not. to be oppref- 
fed by a Vote of either Houfe of Parliament. 

‘“ At prefent, my Lords, if any of the Officers of the 
Army commit any A¢t of Oppreffion, or allow the Sol- 
diers under their Command to commit any Jrregulari- 
ties upon the poor People among whom they are quar- 
tered, the honeft Countryman has a ready Redrefs ; 
he reprefents his Cafe to his Landlord, and his Land- 
lord, either by himfelf, or by fome Gentleman of his Ac- 
guaintance, gets the poor Man’s Cafe laid before the Se- 
cretary at War, who reprefents it to the King; and if 
an Ojticer fhould be often found guilty of fuch litele 
Trefpaffes, to be fure his Majefty would cafhier him, 
which certainly is a Check upon the Behaviour of thofe 
Officers whofe Inclinations may perhaps, be very ftrong 
towards Acts of Oppreffion: But if this Bill had pafed, 
where fhould the poor Man have gone to complain ? If 
he had got his Cafe reprefented tothe Secretary at War, 
and, by that Means, to the King, what could his Ma- 
jefty have dove? He would have had no Power to rec- 
tify the Abufe, or to punifh the Offender: And if the 
Ojlicer had been brought before a Courtsmartial, they 
could not have enguired into the general Courfe of his 
Behaviour ; they could have enquired only into that 
parucular Fact, which they would not, sige & have 


found to be of Weight enough to have broke a 
7 Officer ; 
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Officer s and even as to that particular Fact, it might 


have happened, that the Court-martial was compofed ~ 


of Officers who were moft of them guilty of, and lia- 
ble to be profecuted for the fame fort of Crime; I be- 
lieve it will not be fuppofed, that the poor injured Man 
would have met with much Redrefs from that Court- 
martial ; who would have been loath to have encourag- 
ed fuch Complaints, by giving a proper Redrefs to the 
Perfon complaining. This might have been the Cafe, 
as to Courts-martial, and how difficult it would haye 
been for a poor Countryman, perhaps, in fome remote 
Part of the Ifland, or, indeed, for any Man, to have 
obtained Redrefs, bya Complaint in Parliament, I have 
already fhewn. 

“* Whether this Difficulty of obtaining Redrefs againft 
an oppreffive and unruly Officer would not have encou- 


‘ raged great Licentioufuefs in the Army, I leave to e- 
very one of your Lordfhips to judge. Even with all 


the Power which the Crown now has over the Officers 
and the Soldiers, it is a difficult Matter to prevent their 
being fometimes a little troublefome in their Quarters, 
or to keep up that regular and exact Difcipline which 
ought to be preferved in an Army ; but if this Bill had 
paffed into a Law, it would have been impoflible to have 
prevented the one, or to have enforced the other: Nay, 
I do not fee, my Lords, how it would have been pofli- 
ble for the Colonel of a Regiment to have commanded 
that Submiffion and Refpeét which is due to him by the 
Officers of his own Regiment: All inferior Oifcers 
would have become fo independent of their Superiors 
in Command, that it would have been impoffible to keep 
them toa ftriét Obfervance of their Duty : Every lit- 
tle Fault, every little Negle& of Duty, could not have 
been brought before a Court-martial, and if it had, the 
Officers would have been loath to have broke a Bro- 
ther Officer for one little Failing, of which they, or 
moft of them, perhaps, had’ been guilty. Whereas, 
while the Power of Removing remains in the Crown, 
the whole Tenor of an Officer’s Behaviour may be con- 
fidered, and if, upon the whole, it appears to be bad, 
and without any Hopes of Amendment, his Mayeft 

may, and certainly would, remove him from his Po

‘© cers from their Commands in the Army: Surely every 
“¢ one of your Lordthips muft fee, that fuch an Addrefs

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® - Cuftom: If ever his Majefty, or any of his Succef- 
** fors, fhould at any Time hereafter think proper to re.

‘Univerfal Weekly Pamphiet. $25 
indeed, a little furprifed to hear it faid, that by 


the Bill, the Officers of the Army were to acquire 
a fort of Freehold intheir Commitlions. I believe your 


Lordfhips would not agree to take any particular .Man’s 


Freehold from him, even by an Act of Parliament, 
Without giving him an Kguivalent ; but notwithftand- 
ing any Provition in the Bill, an Officer was to remain 
liable to have his Commiflion taken from him by an 
Addrefs only, without any Caufe affigned, or Equiva- 
lent given; nay, by breaking or reducing the Regi- 
ment, all the Officers of the Regiment might have been 
turned out of their Commands by his Majefty’s fingle 
Authority ; which fhews, that though the Bill had paf- 
fed, it would have given them no manner of Free-hold 
in their Commiilions : It would, in Reality, have given 
the Officers no turther Right to their Commiffions than 
they have at prefent ; for it is certain, that every Off- 
cer has now a Right to his Commiffion as long as he 
behaves well, and the Corp to which he belongs is 


kept entire ; no Officer ought, or. can, juftly, be 


turned out of his Bread, as long as he behaves well ; 
and all that was propofed to be done by the Bill was, 
to fubject the Behaviour of an Oilicer to the Judgment 


; of a Court-martial, or a Houfe of Parliament, inftead 


of leaving it fubjeét to the Judgment of Minifters 


of State or Court-favourites: ‘The Officers, therefore, 


if the Bill had paffed into a Law, could not have ima- 
gined, that they had any better Right to their Com- 
miffions or their Pay, than they now have ; and, confe- 
guently, there could never have been any more Danger 
or Difficulty in reducing the whole, or ayy Part of the 
Army, than there is at prefent. 


« But, my Lords, fuppofing that the Officers of the 


Army were to be rendered, as to the holding of their 


“ Commiffions, entirely independent both of King and

much more eafy for the Army to unite together under 
the Asze, who is their Chief General by Law, than un- 
der any one of their own chufing, which very Choice 
would be a flying in the Face of the Law; and this 
Union would certainly be the more eatily effected by the 
King’s having the Powér he has at prefeat‘of turning 


out and putting in whomfoever he pleafes: ‘The noble 


Lords who oppofe this Motion, may talk of the De- 
pendence of the Army upon Parliament; but if the 
Cafe be examined firictly, it will appear, that the Ar- 


my has really no Depenence upon Parliament: The 


King indeed depends upon Parhament for a legal 


Power of keeping up a Standing-Army in Time of 
Peace, and for enabling him to pay them and difcipline » 


them according to Law, but if in any future Time the 
Parliament fhould think it necefary to reduce a Part of 
the Army, and of Confeguence make no Provifion for 
their Pay, the Refolution of Parliament could not break 


any one Regiment, or any Part of any one Regiment, 


inthe Kingdom; the Ofhcers might all legally conti- 
nue in their refpective Commands, and if the King then 
upon the Throne fhould nor think fit to break any of 
them, they might, indeed, then very probably think, 
that they had a good Right to their Pay as long as they 
continued in Committion ; and it they could not get it 
by Law, they might probably jon with the King in 


raising it contrary to Law, efpecially if he, forefeeing 


what would happen, had tiken Care to model them for 
that Purpofe, which any King might foon do, while the 
Army continues upon the Footing it is on at prefent ; 
and for this Reafon, my Lords, I nuit be of Opinion, 
that all thofe Arguments, which have been ufed for 
fhewing us the Danger of making an Army independent, 
are fo many Arguments for fhewing the Danger of our 
Army’s being entirely dependent upon one Branch only 
of our Legiflature, and confeguently are good Argu- 
ments for the Bill, which was defigned to make the Ar- 
my not entirely dependent upon any one, but upon all 
the three Branches of our Legiflature. 

“ As to the Submiiion and Obedience of inferior Of- 
ficers to their Superiors, it is, my Lords, fo ftrongly 


inforced, by the martial Law, and it is fo much the In- 
tereft of every Officer to fee it punctually obferved, 


that no Court-martial could, or would incline, either 
“ to 
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© to avoid or defer giving Sentence, where 

leaft Crime of that fhould appear ; 
“* Sorts of Neglect of Duty, we know that itis generally 
“< the other Officers of the Corp that fuffer moit by fuch 
“¢ Neglect, and therefore we may depend on it, chat they 


“would always take Care to fee the Laws of War duly 


put in Execution againit all fuch negligent Perfons ; and 
“¢ in this we may believe they would be the more exact, 
‘< the lefs dependent they were upon Minifters of State, 
** or Court-favourites ; fos it is well known in the Ar- 
«< my, that thofe who are moit frequently guilty of fuch 
‘< Crimes, and meet with moft Indulgence, are thofe who 
‘¢ are the Relations or the Favourites of Minifters of State, 
“© or fuch other Perfons who are fuppofed to have great 


<¢ Tntereft at Court; and therefore F think I have good 


‘¢ Reafon to prefume, that if this Bill had paffed into a 
<< Law, it would have greatly conduced to the Obfer- 
<< vance of the moft exact military Difcipline among all 
‘© Degrees of Men in the Army. 

‘¢ Tam furprifed, my Lords, to hear it pretended, that 
“ the making of the Officers of the Army in fome fmalk 
‘© Meafure only independent of a Secretary at War, 
“or other Minifter of State, would tend towards the 
“ making-Court-martials connive at the Oppreffions or 
‘* Abufes that might be committed, either by Officers:or 
«¢ Soldiers, in the Places where they were quartered, or 
‘¢ inthe Places through which they happened to march 5 
‘© Tam fure there is no Ground that FE know of for fuch 
‘© a Pretence ; and as E never yet heard that any Officer 
“¢ was fo much as fufpended by the Secretary at War for 


“¢ fuch Practices, I muft think, that it isthe Fear of Pu- 


<< nifhment from a Court-martial, that has hitherto kept 
“© both Officers and Soldiers pretty much within Bounds, 
<¢ in that Refpect. It is certain, that there is not the leaf€ 
<¢ Crime of this Nature, but what may be- brought beiore 
<< q Court-martial, and may be punifhed by them: In 
“¢ fuch Cafes, a Court-martial, as well as the Secratary at 
<¢ War, may confider the general Character of the Offen- 
«¢ der, and may proportion the Punishment according to

taining of an Addrefs from either Houfe, againft any 
“of the Oflicers of the Army. My Lords, that their na- 
tural Intereft in the Country would be greater, and de- 
‘* fervedly greater, I do not doubt, but that their Num- 
bers, or their Influence in Parliament, would be greater, 
{ very much quettion ; for if they were to expect no 
private Advantages by their being in Parliament, they 
<< would not, I believe, be fo very fond of being Mem- 
*< bers of cither Houfe ; and if they had no Dependence 
‘¢ upon the Court, with refpect to Eleétions, they would 
be upon the fame Footing with other Gentlemen ; 
whereas, while they have an entire Dependence upon 
the Court, it is to be feared, that, in every Place where

SPAIN end PORTUGAL, 


Wenty Tranfports lye ready at Bercefona, laden with 

all Sorts of Ammunition of War, which wait onl 
for fome Men of War, to convoy them to /ta/y. Orders 
are difpatched from Court, to the Frontiers of Pertuga/, 
to carry on the Work, on the Fortifications there, with 
all the Affiduity imaginable: This gives Occafion to vari- 
ous Reports, though hitherto his Portugueze Majefty con- 
tinues backward 1in declaring himfelf; and feems inclined 
to join his good Offices with other mediating Powers, to 
bring Matters to an Accommodation. 

The Affogue Ships arrived betore the Bay of Cadiz. on 
the third Initant, fome Weeks fooner than they were ex- 
pected, and have brought, in Gold and Silver, to the 
Amount of four Millions of Pieces of Eicht, and two 
Millions more in Merchandizes, partly for the King, and 
partly for Merchants. 


RoME and ITatry. 


HE two Armies in J/ta/y continue yet pretty near 

the fame Pofts on the Secchia, and nothing confi- 
derable has happened in either. They feem on both 
Sides to be fo fick of the Battle of Parma, that neither 
are fond of a fecond Engagement ; the /mperia/i//s have, 
however, made a {mall Motion at Quingentolo, as if they 
defigned to advance towards the Confederates, which ne- 
verthelefs, does not feem very probable, as their Infantry 
is fo much inferiour, efpecially fince the latter has lately 
received a Reinforcement of Fremh Foot, 1500 
Horfe, and eighty Officers. one. 

The Fortrels of Pefcara has, at laft capitulated, and the 
Garrifon which confifted of eight Hundred Germans fur- 
rendered Prifoners of War. The Bombardment of Gaeta 
was begun on the of Fu/y, and contiaued with great 
Fury ; the Duke of Liria, haying fummoned the Garri- 
fon to furrender, received no other Aafwer, than that 
they refolved to defend the Place to the lait Extremity. 
Don Carlos, who is now in Perfon before that Piace, has 


viewed the Trenches and Batteries himfelf, which has gi- 


ven great Hacouragement to his Troops,

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The Genoe/e have, at laft, brought the Inhabitants of 
Final to a Submiffion, and hope to effect the fame quick- 
ly, with thofe of Corfic2; to which End they have fent 
two of their Senators thither, who, it is faid, have Pow-

rather than fuffer the Breach to grow wider.

T is now believed, that the Marfhal d’ Asfe/dt never 

had any Defign upon Meatz; but that the feveral 
Marches of fome Detachments of his Army, which occa- 
honed that Belief, was meerly to amufe Prince Exgezt, 
while the Marfhal gained Time and Ground, in order to 
puth his real Defign.
